and reverence with which his com­ 
edies have been treated, his bones 
would rattle like dice. 
His works 
w ert essentially modern. 
Shake­ 
speare fashioned the present-day 
patterns of comedies and melo­ 
dramas when he wrote some of 
hia best known works. And I feel 
that he -wanted them played the 
way we intend to play them. 
Streamlined Shakesepare is as 
new as radio and as old as “Ham­ 
let,” our opening play in the new 
series which we begin tonight. 
I call our new series “stream­ 
lined Shakespeare” because had 
that famous dramatist lived today, 
he would be subjected to a cen­ 
sorship more rigid than any con­ 
fronting Gene Fowler, Ben Hecht, 
Chadie MacArthur or any of the 
leading contemporary playwrights. 
Shakespeare embodied a spirit 
that was essentially that of the 
century in which we live today. He 
even outguessed science in giving 
us in his dramas what we now call 
the science of psychology. For Will 
Shakespeare might not have called 
the complexes by name, but he cer­ 
tainly embodied their definition 
and characteristics in his plays. 
I have been asked, “How can wa 
make Shakespeare popular with 
the younger generation, the high 
school and college students, after 
they have been brought up to look 
upon the old Bard of Avon as a 
ciasaicist, as something they were 
assigned to learn in school?" 
My answer to that is simple. 
Shakespeare was a high school boy 
until the day he died. 
He loved 
laughter and play. Any proclivity 
in which the younger generation 
would like to indulge, I would like 
to remind them that Shakespeare 
thought of it first. 
Throughout the plays of Shake­ 
speare occur many situations which 
have a counterpart in our daily 
life today. I once witnessed a din­ 
ner given in Chicago by an under­ 
world celebrity which would ex ­ 
actly fit into a scene from "Romeo 
and Juliet." 
Outside his keen knowledge of 
human nature, which as I have al­ 
ready said, outguessed modern sci­ 
ence by centuries, Shakespeare had 
one magnificent qualification as 
a writer—he said what he meant. 
Ha was also a 
myriad-minded 
author 
to 
whom situation 
and 
plot flowed from a 
fertile im­ 
agination with an ease which no 
modern 
writer 
can 
duplicate. 
Naturally, we cannot “modernize" 
the 
language 
of 
Shakespeare. 
No ens 
would 
be 
impertinent 
enough 
to 
try 
to 
change 
his 
style. 
But we can present him in 
the new streamlined light in which 
I am sure the Bard of Avon would 
•lory.

The passing of Linn L. Shaw removes an­ 
other pioneer from our midst. 
While not actively engaged in business 
in Santa Ana for some time Mr. Shaw was 
a familiar figure on the streets of this city 
and his acquaintanceship was statewide. 
Mr. Shaw probably was the pioneer news­ 
paperman of Orange county. 
Fifty years 
ago almost to the day of his death Mr. 
Shaw heeame city editor of Daily Blade. 
after having served for nearly a year 
in the Pacific Weekly Blade. 
In 1889 
with the dissolution of the Daily Blade Mr. 
Shaw engaged in the printing business, but 
the more interesting work of the editorial 
rooms kept calling and in 2893 he pur­ 
chased a half interest in the Orange County 
Herald which he edited until 1902 when he 
sold his in telesis to 
the 
revived 
Daily 
Blade. 
In 1902 Mr. Shaw was appointed post­ 
master for Santa Ana and held that posi­ 
tion until 1913, during which time many 
improvements were made in the postal ser­ 
vice. 
When he turned over the reins of 
postmaster to another in 1913 he entered 
the real estate business and until his death 
was, more or less actively, engaged in that 
line of endeavor. 
Mr. Shaw was one of the pioneer and 
consistent boosters of the city and ever was 
doing his part for civic betterment, both 
as an editor and citizen. 
Many a young newspaperman was given 
the kindly advice of the veteran publisher. 
He never was too busy to aid young news­ 
papermen upon their arrival in the city 
and many a good “tip” on news stories 
came from Mr. Shaw.
